Now if this Weede were prohibbited, all men 
would ſtand vpon the orderlyſayle of their goods, & 
notſ{ellvnder 1o or 12. Per Cext. outward; as former- 
ly they haue done, when little Tobacco came out of 
Spaixe, andthe moſt part ofour returnes would be in 
Bullion, for on that we get 12, Per Cest. and on noo- 

._ ther Commoditie, (Tobacco excepted) is any man 
certaineto getſo much. Then who would not ra- 
ther bring homeready money then goods, for which 

| heeis vncertainewhento haue Money, This is the 
vieof the Frenchand Dutch-mtn, which maketh their 
Countries ſo aboundant in Siluer, for no Country is 
ſo ſmoaktas ours. In ſo much;that both Spainiards 8 
al o:her Narions ſay tauntingly to vs, whenthey ſee al 


our goods landed(to yſetheir owne words) 2xe rods 


eſſo ſepagtaacon humozthat al that wil be paidin ſmoak; 
Now our gracious Soueraigne, knowing it tobe a 
/ vitiousand moſt pernitious weede laid great impo- 
fitions on it , thereby to hinder the importation ; 
But that brings the'more damage to this State, for 
(except it be'prohibited)our people will buy ic what 
ſocuerit coſt, and themore it doth coſt the more is 
ourlofle ; for no ſooner did his Maieſtic lay an im- 
poſition on itheere, but the King of Spazze laid two 
there, the one vpon his owne Subiedts, the other on 
vs; But: wee pay all, for they muſt raiſe ir on vs ; 
And no ſooner had his Highneſle granted a Patent 
: for 
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for it heere, but forthwith the King of Sparxze, made 
ir his owne Comoditie there, to no other end but to 
kcepe vpand raiſethe price of it ſtill more and more, 
for if they get all our goodsfor ſmoake,we neede no 
more miſeryasI thinke, To concludethis then, ſay 

our Kings Maicſtie receiues Sixteene thouſand 
' pounds per am. torthe Patent of it (I doe not ſay 
he gets it) but receaues it,and of his owne goods al. 
ready inthe Land,and not of any thing brought in by 
the Parentees. But I ſay theK.of Sparre getteth a hun- 
dred thouſand pounds per an. thereby, forthe goods 
he hath from vs for Tobacco would colt him yearcly 
ſo much if that were not. All which would bee 
brought into this Kingdome. And now having 
thus plainely ſhewed how it hinders yearely the.jm- 
portation ofa hundred thouſand pounds, it of force 
followcth that it hath kept backe ncere twelue hun- 
dred thouſand pounds, oratleafta Million ſince his 
Maicſtics rejgne, which werc'it in the Land, what 
incſtimable benefite would it bring yearely to his 
Maicſtic, and the whole Kingdome by encreaſe of 
trade,who can rightly imagine, for mony is the ſoule 
and ſinewes of trade, anda well gouerned'trade, the 
rruefountaine of treaſure. But this is not all the good 
ir hath done to Spaize, nor the preiudice it hath 
brought to England, which remaines to be ſpoken of 
inthe next point. ERS, 

2 Thegood then that we haue done to Spaize by 
buying our Tobacco from them, hath cauſed them 
fince theyeare 98.to inhabite rhe teritories of Cara- 
cos Cumana Cumanazotta Trinidado Oronoque & now

at laſt all Maracaibo, forinthoſedaics (I was an eye 
witneſle to.it) their people went thither morevnwil-

ry allthings Cuſtome- free: )butnow che Waſe is altc- 
red, forif they would giveleaue to as'many to-goe as 
would,they wouldſoonelcaue few enoughin Sparze. 
But whoſoeuergoeth now, attaines vnto it by great 
ſuit and eſpeciall licence, which will coſt at leaſt fifty 
pounds for each perſon ere he obtaine it. Sofodaine

did the gaine by bringing Tobacco draw ſo many thi- 


ther. Andalthough that werethe chiefe hopes, that 
drew them thither, yet now. they bring not Tobac- 
co onely but many other beneficiall and neceſhary 
Commodities, as G:zger, Hides, Sugar, Sarſaparilla, 
Balſam, Pecta Carana, Gum-Allemme and Wood. In- 


ſomuch that the King reapeth alrcady xyearely bene- 


firby itat leaſt 5coco.li.and yearcly it encreafſeth. * 
Now the hurt it hath done. to this Land more 


then formerly mentionedis, that it hath alrogether. 


hindered thar Plantation in Yirgimia, which in ſhore 
time might yeeld his Maieſticas much or morepro- 


hit, then rheafore ſaid places doto the Kingef: Sparine 


befrdesthe generall good 1t would bring to'all this 
Common wealth,cannot be imagined, forif his Ma- 


geſtiegrauntthis one Priuiledge to them, the lucre 


of gaine by Tobacco, will draw.thither more inha- 
birants:in one yecre:then the Company have done 


with'all their careand chargeeuer ſince the plantati- 

on ; andletthem once bedrawnethither, they will 

quickely finde better Commodics then Tobacco, as:

WH the: 
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the Spamrards haue done in the foreſaid places, ſo 
that theonly meancs to cauſe importation of a hun- 
dred thouſand pounds per annum of Treaſure, & ſud- 
denly to inhabite Yireznia, and to draw from thence 
greate benefit into this Land, is nothing but prohibi- 
ting the bringing in of Spaniſh Tobacco; and ſuffer it 
only to be brought from Yirginia & Summer-Iſlands, 
which I preſume our Soueraigne Lord the Kings 
Mateſtie may as lawfully doc as the King of Spaine 
may forbid vs the importation of Pepper, Silke, Buick - 
ſiluer and Cards, into his Kingdome, which hee hath 
done vnder penal-:ic,of loſſe of life & goods. Againe, 
T obaccois no commoditicot the groweth of Spaize, 
but ofthe 1zdtes, with whom we haueno commerce. 
If any alledge that thoſe Countrics yceldes not 
lo gg9od Tobacco as the Spa: 1ndies, I anſwere, 
there is ſome-as good Tobacco brought from Y:rge- 
#14and the Summer lands, as the firſt Tobaccos were 
that wehadout of Spaire. Andno doubt,but as they 


diſcoucting further into the. Land, found better 


grounds for Tobacco : So will our people doe alſo 
as they goe further. But ſay they doe notaltogether 
finde ſo goodgrounds as the Spa - Indies are for that 
purpoſe: muſt we of force therefore hauc Spaniſh T o- 
bacco, to ourſo greatpreiudice. We ſeetheir Spaniſh 
Wines are better then Engliſh Beere, ſhallwe vrterly 
forſake that, and vie the other. Alſo weſce Gafroine 
wines are betterthen Roche/{ wines, yet the gouern- 
ment of Rochell will nor ſuffer their people to ſpend 
any bur thegrouth of their owne Vines, and thela- 


bours of their ownepeople, And theſe Countries of 
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| Spainethat haue W ines of their owne growing, will 194 

| not ſuffer any other to come in,be theirs neuer ſo bad 

| and the other neuer ſo good, till their owne prouiſi- 

on be ſpent : and be they ſo carefull for their owne 

Conſeruation, and ſhall we be ſo careleſſe of ours :
